From that time forward, the growing 
Power cf France, and the improvident Ma- 
nagenent of the Imperial Court, left him 
ia a nfoft defperate Condition ; the fur- 
prizing March of the imperial Army under 
General Stzrembergh did indeed put new 
Vigour into him,but "twas, all put together, 
a Strength too weak for him to appear in 
the Field, or indeed to ftand his Ground. 

The Fremch then turn’d Head upon him 
at once, dDeficg’d his ftrong Towns, took 
Verceil, Ivrea and Verue, three of the ftrong- 
eft Fo:trefles in Lombardy, made aii their 
Garrifons Prifoners of War, and at laf re- 
duc’d him to his only Strength, the City of 
Turin. 

Thus with his whole Country ruin’d, his 
People impoverith’d, his Towns all taken; 
nay, and co add to all this, his ge ier 
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Germans rovted at the rh of the 
Campaign by the Duke of Vendojme, and 
puth’d quite out of the Brefcian, and over 
the Adige into the Veronefe and Trentine. 

Yet afrer all this, he fuffers himfelf to be 
fhut up in his Capical City, bis Family fuf- 
fer Banifhment, and flye in a defulate man- 
ner over the Mountains and the Sea, to 
feek fhelter at Genoa—And himfelf retreats 
to the Valleys; that the Emblem of his 
Deliverance by Proteftants may be before 
his Eyes, God is pleas’d to bring him to 
take fhelter with his Proteftant Subje&ts— 
Where the Pofterity of thefe brave Chri-. 
ftians, whom his Anceftors maffacred and 
deftroy’d, are now the Sanétuary and Dee 
fence of the Pofterity of their Fathers Mur- 
therers. 

Brought thusto the laft Extremity, Hea- 
ven feems to return to him again, and the 
Approach of his Friends revive his Hopes 3 
he is fupported by the Queen of England 
and the States of Hoand, fupply'd with 
Money, Ammunition and Stures— Che Ger- 
man Army eacourag’d by Englifb Moncy, 
well paid and well provided, pulh heartily 
on, and we have great Reafon to believe, 
he is cither already, or witt foom be de- 
liver'd from all his Fears, and refter’d to 
the Poffeffion of his Country and People.
